The East Coast area no doubt would be most 
vulnerable to atom or hydrogen bomb attack. 
Great cities, concentrations of industry and mil­ 
itary installations would also make it the most desir­ 
able. 
Yet the U. S. air defensive fence reaching 12 
miles toward the heavens and girdling the continent 
make it one of the best protected. 


When you think of air defense for the enormous 


Philadelphia-New York metropolitan orbit, largest 
of the nation and world, packaging as it does 20,000- 
000 people, you’ve got to think of McGuire Air 
Force Base. 


McGuire, a half dozen years ago a mere adjunct 
to Fort Dix, just across the Delaware in our own 
back yard—or front, take your choice—is now one of 
the biggest Air Force establishments in the country. 


When the current rapid expansion and develop­ 
ment program is concluded it will be onexif the most 
important Air Force installations in the world. 


McGuire, which sprawls over a sizeable chunk 
of New Jersey near Wrightstown, is one of the signi­ 
ficant keys to air defense in the eastern part of the 
United States. One of its prime roles is that of de­ 
fending the Philadelphia and New York metropoli­ 
tan region from enemy attack. 


Four Air Force Groups 


It’s quite a base. Look it over and you’ll agree. 


It’s the headquarters for Colonel Charles G. 


Chandler, Jr., commander of the New York Air De­ 
fense Sector of the nation’s air defense system. 
Under Col. Chandler’s command are four Air Force 
Groups comprised of eight fighter squadrons. 


One of the groups operates out of McGuire. 
The other three are at Suffolk County Air Force base 
on Long Island; The New Castle County airport in 
Delaware, and the Dover, (Del.) Air Force base. 
In the next week or so the new Convair “ Delta 
Dagger” , the world’s first delta-wing supersonic all- 
weather interceptor, will be phased in at McGuire to 
add increased power and effectiveness to Col. Chand­ 
ler’s command.

But McGuire serves still another vitally import­ 
ant role. 
It has become the headquarters for the Atlantic 
Division of the Military Air Transport Service 
(MATS) and handles movement of all personnel and 
cargo to and from Europe. 
The base passenger terminal resembles that of 
the largest commercial airports and its service faci­ 
lities are comparable. 


Presently some 30,000 passengers a month are 


being flown in and out of McGuire to and from Eu­ 
rope. As MATS headquarters, the base has three 
sub bases located in Dover, in Iceland and in Scot­ 
land. 


Colonel Rufus Ward is commander of the MATS 
wing. 
Needless to note in passing that the McGuire 
Air Force Base and its widely Hung facilities for 
air defense represent for us here in this vast metro­ 
politan region what the Continental Air Defense 
Command with its amazing and complex system of 
continental air defense tools symbolize in protection 
for the whole North American continent. 


The People Should Be Briefed 


We were a member of a small party of New 
York and New Jersey newspaper editors, television 
people and public officials attending briefings and 
tours at Colorado Springs and San Diego, Calif., 
at the invitation of the Continental Air Defense 
Command.

The civil rights debate which 
has been going on for more than 
three weeks has put the Senate so 
far behind in its regular work that 
the Defense Department and sev­ 
eral other agencies are scraping 
the bottom of the money barrel.

W e have been appalled over present-day quib­ 
bling and squabbling in Washington over dollars 
for keeping our military establishment the finest 
In the world, over tin* ineptness and indecision of 
our government leadership, over the crassness of our 
politicians playing their own selfish interests and 
ambitions against the welfare and peace and future 
of America and the world. 
People need a closer look at what makes for 
brighter destiny. They need lo know beyond doubt 
the threat to this destiny is ever constant in terms of 
Russian yearning for world enslavement, Russian 
capacity to hit the target with an A-bomb. Perhaps 
the quibbling, the squabbling, the indecision and 
the playing would cease.

Forecast 


WASHINGTON (UP) - The 
Weather Bureau forecasts below 
normal temperatures and normal 
or above rainfall for most of the 
nation during August. 


The 30 - day outlook calls for 
temperatures to average below 
seasonal normals from Hie Ohio 
and lower Mississippi valleys east­ 
ward to the Atlantic seaboard. 
Below normal is also predicted 
for central and northern areas 
west of the Continental Divide.
